Timberlake has since deleted the incriminat- 
ing selfie after a day of confusion over whether 
the star would face any legal consequences for 
posting it (the answer is, he won’t, in case you 
were wondering). 

But the confusion sums up the state of the 
laws across the country that govern voter self- 
ies, as a recent review from the Associated 
Press of each state’s policy makes clear. It’s ille- 
gal in 18 states to take them, AP found. But bal- 
lot selfies are legal in 19 other states, plus the 
District of Columbia, even if many of those 
states appear to frown upon the practice. 

For the rest of the country though, the an- 
swer to the question “Can I take a selfie with 
my ballot?” is basically some degree of “Who 
knows?”

In his senior season at Michigan 
State, Valentine was an All-American, 
a national player of the year, Big Ten 
Player of the Year, the most outstand- 
ing player of the Big Ten Tournament 
and winner of the Julius Erving and 
Lute Olson awards. Then, during the 
Summer League in Las Vegas, he 
led the Bulls to the franchise’s first 
league “championship” (we know, it’s 
hard to get excited about that) in 18 
years. None of this is statue-worthy, 
but a bobblehead? Definitely. 

Why the Bulls got him: Over the 
summer and in his brief showing 
in the preseason before hurting his 
ankle, Valentine showed an ability to 
run a team and make the right plays, 
and he’s already halfway decent on 
defense. His outside shooting is sus- 
pect, but in Valentine, Bulls coach 
Fred Hoiberg has another guy on the 
roster-much like Rajon Rondo and 
Michael Carter-Williams-who’s a jack 
of all trades. 


RAJON RONDO 
GUARD 

Not long ago, Rondo was getting 
mercilessly booed in the United 
Center after getting into a fight with 
the most beloved Bull of all time, 

Kirk Hinrich (that was a joke ... not re- 
ally). Now Rondo comes in to replace 
a departed Derrick Rose, and fans 
in Chicago will appreciate what he 
brings to the floor every night. 

Why the Bulls got him: Rondo is one 
of the smartest players in the NBA. 
What he lacks in outside shooting- 
which is a lot-he makes up for with 
the way he makes the game easy for 
the other guys on the court. 


ROBIN LOPEZ 
CENTER 

The guy he’s replacing as the Bulls’ 
starting center, Joakim Noah, had the 
better hair, but Brook Lopez’s twin 
brother certainly is no scrub. 

Why the Bulls got him: Robin Lopez 
can do many of the things Noah 
did. He also comes with a much 
more refined offensive game, just 
without any of the chest thumping, 
hand clapping, finger guns or primal 
screams. That sucks, but we’ll take it. 


MICHAEL 

CARTER-WILLIAMS 

GUARD 

You won’t find many Rookie of the 
Year award winners-as Carter- 
Williams was in 2013-14-who were 
traded twice before they even 
reached free agency. You also won’t 
find many general managers who 
would trade a former Rookie of the 
Year, straight up, for a guy who’ll find 
himself on the end of the bench in 
Milwaukee by Thanksgiving. Thank 
you, Milwaukee Bucks, and thank 
you, Tony Snell.

When he’s locked 
in, he can fill up a box score, and if 
Rondo is a rental, then MCW is the 
Bulls’ long-term investment at point 
guard.

Few, if any, truths 
are revealed about 
an NBA team in the 
preseason. 

The answers Bulls 
fans seek— most no- 
tably to the question, 
“Can they challenge 
the Cavaliers in the 
East?”— will have to 
wait until real games 
begin Thursday 
One thing is clear 
already however: No matter what happens 
this season, the Bulls made the right choice 
in signing Dwyane Wade. 

Much is made of teams needing veteran 
leadership to thrive. That even with all 
the energy infused by younger players, the 
rebounds they grab, the minutes they eat up, 
winning titles is next to impossible without 
an experienced hand on the court. And with 
a few exceptions, that perception is dead on. 

Wade is the only player on the Bulls roster 
with three championships. 

Yet unlike his pal LeBron James, who 
brought Cleveland a championship, it’s hard 
to see Wade’s time in Chicago being punctu- 
ated with a title. Although he’s still in great 
shape (he wouldn’t have been in ESPN The 
Magazine’s latest Body Issue otherwise), 
there are a lot of NBA miles on his 34-year- 
old tires. So before he retires to become a 
full-time fashion icon, his job is to at least get 
the train moving before he departs. At this 
point in time, we have every reason to believe 
he’s taking that responsibility seriously 
“When you’re coming off a season where as 
an organization you don’t make the playoffs, 
your goal can’t be winning a championship,” 
Wade said earlier this month, according to 


the Tribune. “Your goal has to be day to day 
making steps to improve yourself so you can 
get to a point where you’re a playoff team. 

And then you go from there. I’m not going 
to put a ceiling on us. But we’re not thinking 
long-term right now with so many new guys. 
We’re in the moment.” 

Wade’s realism will be hard for some fans 
to accept, considering Bulls management 
pivoted from a “We’re going super young” 
strategy to a “Screw it, let’s try to win now af- 
ter all” approach in a heartbeat this summer. 

But attaching championship expectations 
to a team with this much turnover, so many 
potential defensive deficiencies and so many 
questions about its outside shooting is a 
fool’s errand. 

Which is why the focus should be on 
Wade, and how the Bulls follow his lead 
while he’s here. Just as Derrick Rose is a 
homegrown NBA star who cares deeply for 
the Chicago community Wade grew up in 
the south suburbs and has a strong social 
conscience. He also is six years older than 
Rose and more willing to seek the spotlight, 
which is helpful in the activism arena. 

“For me, and for guys in this city from 
what I’ve seen, we have a different kind of 
battle here in Chicago, a different focus,” he 
said during the preseason. ‘And that’s what 
my focus is on, it’s on this city and what am I 
capable of doing to help out youth in this city 
in a bigger way?” 

In addition to reaching out to the city’s 
youth, you can find Wade using his celebrity 
to make commercials, movie cameos and 
the aforementioned foundation of a fashion 
empire. He will use this platform to benefit 
Chicago as a whole. 

Beyond that, we can be confident he’ll leave 
the Bulls better than how he found them.

cream. I haven’t tried it, but pandan, which is 
sort of nutty and sweet like hazelnut, is a fa- 
vorite of mine that’s also on offer. 

Speaking of the condiment aisle, you can 
also find Kewpie mayo, which sushi restau- 
rants often use as the thick, lustrous basis 
for spicy mayo. Sushi obviously isn’t Pinoy, 
a word used to describe people or things of 
Filipino origin, but that’s the thing about 
Seafood City It’s not strictly Filipino, but a 
giant purveyor of all kinds of Asian ingredi- 
ents as well as truly American ones (Teriyaki- 
flavored Spam, anyone?). If you like to make 
pho, a Vietnamese noodle soup, at home 
like me, Seafood City has packs of excellent 
springy tendon meatballs (bo vien) and blocks 
of jiggly honeycomb tripe, both of which can 
be tough to track down outside of places like 
Viet Hoa in Uptown. (In fact, I worry that 
just as Barnes & Noble put so many indepen- 
dent mom-and-pop bookstores out of busi- 
ness, Seafood City might do the same to small 
Asian groceries in the area.) 

If you’re thirsty reading about pho and 
Spam, might I suggest you grab a few bottles 
of Ginseng Up grape soda from the refriger- 
ated section? Unlike syrupy Fanta and its ilk, 
the dry earthy punch of ginseng makes this 
soda taste more like semi-dry champagne. 

There is also a half-aisle devoted to giant 
blue tins of Danish butter cookies. My Polish 
grandparents always had these around— we 
ate those pretzel-shaped morsels with the 
big, glinting sugar crystals on top and left 
the plain un-sugared circular cookies un- 
touched— so I was confused as to what they 
were doing here. A little internet research 
suggests Danish butter cookies are popular 
amongst Filipinos who grew up before World 
War II and see them as a nostalgic goodie. 
Apparently Danish butter cookies are a uni- 
versal grandparent thing. 



IT’S REALLY PRETTY UP 
IN GRILL CITY 


They say you should never shop on an empty 
stomach, which is very true. The times I’ve 
shopped while famished, I’ve ended up return- 
ing home with a year’s supply of Totino’s pizza 
rolls and Hot Pockets. The good news is that 
Seafood City has a majestic food court with 
three different fast-service counters: Grill City 
with grilled meats and seafood, Crispy Town 
with an almost dangerously large selection of 
deep-fried everything and Noodle Street with 
noodle stir-frys, fried rice and soups. 

Start with Grill City On two separate visits 
in the middle of the workday, this counter was 
backed up with long lines. On one visit there 
was a 40 -minute wait for barbecue pork and 
barbecue chicken skewers (both $10.95 for 4 
skewers). Place your order here, and by the 
time you’re done getting food from the other 
counters, your grilled goodies will be ready 

Of course, you could forgo the line, but the 
barbecue chicken— carbonized, sweet and 
sticky— is one of the very best things at this 
counter. The pork was also good, but there 
were a lot of fatty cuts mixed in that chewed 
like a Goodyear tire. Squid ($15.50 for 2 piec- 
es) is often notable for having a similar chew, 
but the giant “Twenty Thousand Leagues 
Under the Sea”-worthv IBdiBaEBlIB here 
was tender and smoky and one of my favorite 


cuts. Bangus or milkfish ($12.50 for 2 pieces) 
filled with a pico de gallo-like stuffing of to- 
mato and onion was remarkably flaky, clean 
and briny. Grilled pork belly or liempo ($12.50 
for 2 pieces) was dry chewy and overcooked 
to a well-done tennis ball-like consistency and 
should be avoided. 

TAKE YOU DOWN TO 
CRISPY TOWN 

If you’re craving pork belly order the deep- 
fried slabs of it known as crispy bagnet ($13.99 
per pound) served at the Crispy Town counter. 
Once you order, it’s chopped into little square 
pieces that you can toss in your mouth over 
and over again like Skittles. In the same vein, 
you might also enjoy giant brontosaurus-sized 
crispy pata ($13.99 P er pound), or deep-fried 
pork knuckle, which comes with a savory dip- 
ping gravy 

If you don’t fancy making lumpia Shanghai 
($2.99 for 4 piece) at home, as recommended 
in the grocery section above, you can just buy 
it cooked and ready to eat at Crispy Town. 
They’re pretty good, though not as good as 
the light, crisp, oil-dappled stuff served at 
Isla Pilipina in Lincoln Square. Avoid the salt 
and pepper shrimp ($13.99 P er pound), which 
might as well just be called shrimp due to the 
lack of salt or pepper. Crispy chicharon cala- 
mari ($6.99) is good and comes with a lemon 
sauce for dipping, but eat it fast as it sogs 
down quickly 



NOODLIN’ AROUND 
NOODLE STREET 

Noodle Street doesn’t have quite the broad 
delectable selection of Crispy Town and Grill 
City The fried rice and noodle offerings are 
precooked and sitting in steam trays, and when 
I ordered shrimp fried rice ($6.95), the remnant 
rice was literally scraped off the bottom of a 
pan to fill my order. The pancit noodles in the 
canton guisado ($5.95), studded with beef, car- 
rot and scallions, were gluey Stick to the soup 
here, especially the beefwonton noodle ($5.95), 
which features a sweet spiced comforting broth 
filled with hunks of bone-in beef and soft white 
dumplings and channels a great bowl of pho. 

COMING SOON 

AND SWEET GOODBYES 

There’s a bakery called Valerio’s that hasn’t 
opened just yet, and Grill City promises to 
eventually serve Silog plates featuring garlic 
rice, a fried egg and your choice of meat, one of 
my favorite Filipino dishes. In the meantime, 
get your Silog fix at Uncle Mike’s Place in West 
Town. 

All three of the food court options offer an 
awesome calamansi juice, which tastes like a 
mashup of orange and lime, and gulaman ($2.50 
each), a brown sugar-flavored boba tea filled 
with gooey tapiocas. Both are pretty refreshing. 

For dessert there’s halo halo, a traditional 
Filipino treat featuring various ice creams, 
shaved ice, candied jellies, beans and coconut. 
It wasn’t available when I visited, so I opted 
for deep-fried, sesame-crusted glutinous rice 
balls stuffed with sweet bean paste called bu- 
chi ($2.50 for 6 pieces). They tasted like warm 
donuts filled with pie filling. I liked them. But 
don’t take my word for it— the grandmas were 
big fans too.

Jolly Pumpkin to open 
Hyde Park brewpub

The good news is that they don’t make pumpkin 
beer. The even better news is that Jolly Pump- 
kin Artisan Ales is settingup shop in Chicago. 

The Dexter, Mich.-based brewery which 
began specializing in oak-aged sour ales long 
before oak-aged sour ales were cool, plans to 
open a brewpub near the University of Chi- 
cago campus in 2017, the brewery said Tuesday 

Jolly Pumpkin will open a 5,8 00 -square-foot 
restaurant featuring 30 -plus taps along with 
spirits and wine made by its parent company, 
Northern United Brewing Co. 

The restaurant will feature a one- or two- 
barrel brewing system and be licensed as a tap- 
room, said Tony Grant, chief executive officer 
of Northern United Brewing Co. 

Scores of small-scale Jolly Pumpkin beer 
made in Dexter that Chicago would not other- 
wise see will be available at the pub, Grant said. 
The North Peak brand has not previously been 
distributed in Chicago. 

Grant said Jolly Pumpkin spent two years 


settling on the ground level of Harper Court, a 
12-story University of Chicago development, 
at 5251 S. Harper Court. It is expected to open 
by early summer 2017. 

“We’ve wanted to do something in Chicago 
for a long time,” Grant said. “It’s such a great 
beer city, and over the last five years, it’s ex- 
ploded. We’re proud of our roots, but Chicago 
is Chicago. It’s the place to be.” 

Food options will include staples from other 
Jolly Pumpkin locations such as a hamburger, 
truffle fries and pizzas. The menu will also fea- 
ture items developed specifically for the Hyde 
Park location. The restaurant will be counter 
service and communal seating. 

“There has long been community inter- 
est in having a pub-style restaurant at Harper 
Court, ’’James Hennessy the University of Chi- 
cago’s associate vice president for commercial 
real estate, said in a statement. “The addition 
of Jolly Pumpkin will enhance Hyde Park’s 
growing reputation as a new dining destination 
in Chicago while introducing a brewery to the
